The Modern Rifles, With Their Long 
Range, Usually Decide the Con- 
test Before the Opposing 
Lines Are Near Each 
Other. 


SANTIAGO, July 29.—Colonel Thee- 
Gore Roosevelt killed a Spaniamt with 
his revolver in the charge near San 
Juan hill on July 1 This is apparently 
the only case ir which that weapon was 
used with effect by either side in the who'e 
campaign. Nearly all the officers in both 
armies, or rather’ three armies, to include 
the Cubans, carried swords or machetes, 
yet there does not seem to have been a 
single wound inflicted with one of tnese. 
All the fantry carried bayonets, but it 
is belleved that not a hurt made with 
one of those was dressed in any hospital, 
American or Spanish These three arms 
Were carried by the thousafid. They cost 
“a great deal of money. With the ammunil- 
tion of the revolver they involved the trans- 
portation of tens of thousands of pounds of 
weight, and nowadays, especially in tropi- 
eal climates, the great object is to burden 
the soldier with as little baggage as pos- 
« ble The question asks itself, why are 
they borne? If, in an entire campaign, in 
which several thousand men were tujured 
more or less severely, the vevolver, sword 
and bayonet did v _rtually no execution 
whatever, ought they to cotitinue part of 
the military equipment in actual warfare? 

As for the revolver, there are not lack- 
ing officers who think that. on the whole, 
it is almost as much of an incumbrance as 
aouse. It is well enough in a military post 
and carries a certain weight of authority, 
just as the sword does. Perhaps no man, 
except of high rank, would want to go into 
the enemy's country entirely unarmed. He 
might be sent on scene duty at night or 
encounter a stray soldier of the other side 
in the day time. ‘The emergency would 
probably never arise, but the feeling of se- 
curity given hy a good, Lig pistol would 
be worth all the trouble of carrying it. 

In the fighting around Santiago officers 
were conspicuous for —— their men in 
‘harges. But, as one of ‘them expressed 
it. if a commissioned soldier had time to 
lire «a weapon he was neglecting his duty 
of observing and commanding his men.

In the charges at EF! Caney and San 
Juan the fizhting continued until the two 
s'des were close together, although many 
Spaniards had manuged to @¢scape. In the 
thrilling charge up the hill on the rifle pits 
and etone fort of kl Caney the enemy's 
fire, except from the hills beyond, slack- 
ened when the final dash was begun. The 
execution of the American Weapons was so 
awfui that the Spaniards feared to show 
even enough of their bodies to tire at. When 
the storming party reached the fort and 
the trenches the enemy surrendered, For 
Pome minutes it had been evident that fur- 
ther resistance Was useless. 

An officer, therefore, found his revolver 
of little service, even if the difficult task 
of keeping his men together did not require 
all his attention. His functions are well 
defined and well understood. 

Military tacticlans have figured the need 
ofa certain part of an army to direct the 
rest. They are more useful in this capacity 
than they would be handling guns. They 
can serve their cause best by doing 
work especially assigned to them. Any 
mixing up of their duties with those of th 

rivates would be likely to resuit in nex- 
ecting the more important set. Therefore, 
it is reasoned out, an officer can be more 
effectively empleyed than ip trying with 
his own hand to kill the enemy. 

me exceptions are to be noted, such as 
when troops are Stationary and officere 
borrow a rifle for a fancy shot. These in- 
@tances occurred around Santiago, but were 
of course mere diversions.

Claims of Americans for Damages in 
Armenia Lost Sight Of Because 
of the Cuban War.

Se /, ; WASINGTON, Aug. 8—The statement 
thant the Porte haa repudiated the 
claims of American citizens for damages 
sustained in Armenia {is not credited here. 
Minister Angell was appointed by Presi- 
dent McKinley with the sole object of hav- 
ing him to force the Sultan to pay the 
claims of the missionaries. It was the in- 
tention of the President to even go to the 
extent of making a naval demonstration 
pefore Constantinople to force compliance 


with hie demands. 
When Mr. Angell reached Turkey he en- 
tered upon the mission intrusted him and 


after a long period of wrangling with the 
Turkis1 Ministers at last succeeded in ob- 
taining a promise from them that the 
claims would be paid in full. 

Having accomplished this, he tendered 
his resignation to the President, in order 
that he might return to his duties as Pres- 
ident of the University of Michigan. 

Oecar Strauss of New York was selected 
by the President to succeed him. Minister 
Angell Is to sail from the Ottoman Empire 
on Friday, and the State Department of- 
ficials are confident that advices will be re- 
ceived from him if the report is true that 
the Sultan has repudiated the claims. 

Immediately after Minister Angell’s ar- 
rival ‘in Turkey the navy of the United 
States was being rendezvoused in Eastern 
waters for the purpose of permitting the 
American Minister to enforce his demands. 
While this movement was in progress the 
Cuban situation became acute, and the con- 
templated demonstration was postponed 
until a more auspicious period.

J. P. McIntyre of the Oregon Makes a 
Serious Charge Against the 
Admiral. 


DENVER, Colo., Aug. 9.—Chaplain J. P. 
McIntyre of the battleship Oregon delivered 


a lecture here tn which he described the 
remarkable ‘trip of the Oregon from San 
Francisco to join Sampson's fleet, and the 
part this battleship took in the destruc- 
tion of Cervera’s fleet. He spoke in most 
complimentary terms of Capt. Clark and his 
fighting seamen. Chaplain Mctniyre gives 
the Oregon the bulk of the credit for the 
annihilation of the Spanish fleet on July 
4. He said: 

“Sampson wrote a report of the battle 
and reported, himself within four miles of 
the Cristobal Colon when ehe pulled down 
her flag. He did that to get his share in 
the prize money, for a ship must be within 
four miles to share in the prize money. So 
Sampson will get $10,000 of the prize money. 
and Capt. Clark, who fought the Oregon as 
never man fought ship before, will get only 
$300; and you, who have just exactly as 
mtch to do with the battle as Sampson 
did, will not get a cent.” 


ADOLPH SUTRO'S FORTUNE. 


The Ultimate Disposition of His Mil- 
lions Is Still in Doubt. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 9.—The 
final disposition of the fortune left by the 
late Adolph Sntro is still in doubt. When 
Dr. Emma Merritt was appointed guar- 
dian of her father, last February, the Sutre 
estate was appraised at $2,849,572. Its real 
value, however, is believed to be much 
more. It is said that sons and daughters 
will share equally in its distribution, It has 
long been ex-Mayor Sutro’s desire and in- 
tention to give the Sutro Heights age ge 
and the Sutro Library to the people of San 
Francico. Whether the conditions of his 
illness prevented him from carrying out his 
plan is yet to be made known. 


HEDRICK ARRIVED SAFELY. 


No Demonstration at Jackson, Mo., 
Where He Is to Be Tried. 
JACKSON, Mo., Aug. 9.—Sheriff J. H. 
Jenkins arrived here yesterday on the 4 
p. m. train from St. Louls with John Hed- 
rick, who killed James M. Lail on July 1. 
No evidences of mob violence were notice- 


able. The excitement has quieted down and 
the murderer will be tried here next week, 


John Hedrick, confessed murderer of John 
M. Lail of Jackson, Mo., was removed 
from the city jail yesterday and taken in 
charge of two deputy sheriffs to the scene 
of his crime, where he is to stand trial for 
one of the most bruta] crimes ever com- 
mitted in this State. Hedrick created a 
scene when he was taken from jail and 
found out where he was going. He screamed 
and shrieked, crying that he would be 
lynched and begging not to be taken back 
to Jackson. He resisted, and it was neces- 
sary to iron him. 

Sheriff Jenkins safa he did not fear a 
mob. He thought that had Hedrick been 
taken to Jackson immediately after his 
capture he would have been lynched, but 
thought the feeling had died away. 

Hedrick killed Jonn Lalil, his former em- 
ployer, because he had discharged him for 
getting drunk. The crime was commitfed 
July 1. when Hedrick fired from behind 
and killed Lafl with a single ehot. Mrs. 
ail ran to her husband, and Hedrick emp- 
tied his revolver at her, all the bullets lodg- 
ing in her body.

ASSESSMENT OF CORPORATIONS 


Through the activity of the Single Tax League of St. Louls 
the question of assessment has been brought forcibly to the 
*““Htion of the people of Missouri, and there is likely to be 
ly time at the next meeting of the Legislature. 
‘Cann and Mr. Mos¢r of the League Committee have 
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shown that the State alone is losing $350,000 a year from un- 
der-assessment of railroad, express and bridge companies, to 
Say nothing of the loss of cities, counties and schools. 

In St. Louis the assessment was raised from $5,000,000 to 
$24,000,000 in response to evidence of actual Value, but the 
Board of Equalization reversed itself and reduced the as- 
sessment to $6,115,000; just why, is not clear. 

Mandamus proceedings will be brought before the Supreme 
Court, where the question wijl be judicially reviewed. But 
whatever the outcome of that proceeding may be the political 
issue is squarely made on facts carefully gathered and clearly 
presented.

It is impossible to credit the report that Gomez and Garcia 
have decided not to regard any armistice entered into be- 
tween the United States and Spain, but to continue their 
fuerrilla warfare against the Spaniards. 

By such a course the Cuban leaders would place themselves 
in direct antagonism to the United States, whose aid assures 
the realization of the aims for which they have fought. They 
would forfeit the sympathy of their best friends in this coun- 
try and of foreigners, and would indefinitely postpone Cuban 
independence. 

By casting suspicion upon their own motives, by forcing 
insurgents into a position of hostility to the United States ana 
by throwing obstacles in the way of establishing a stable 
home government, they would strike a damaging, if not fatal, 
blow at the insurgent Government and their own hopes. The 
United States would be compelled to proceed regardless of 
the wishes or plans of the present Cuban leaders. 

Cubans in this country, who appreciate the inestimable 
service to Cuba of the United States and the honest purpose 
of the American people toward the Cubans, should see that 
no blunder of this kind is committed by the insurgent lead- 
ers. It would be fatal.

They jumped at 
the conclusion that they had found an op- 
portunity to win laurels as sleuths.

ter. He was in charge of a delivery wagon 
for the Merrell Drug Co., and was sent to 
deliver some belated orders. He was ac- 
companied by his friend, Fred Burien 
After makirg the last delivery at a drug 
store on Park and Jefferson avenues Kaen- 
ter started through A‘bion place or a short 
cut to the stab’es.

OFFICIAL POLICE REPORT. 


Col. John W. Campbell, Chief of Police. 

Sir—At about 11 yesterdoy afternoon Private Watchman Thomas H. Camp, 
who watches in the vicinity of Missour! avenue and Albion place, informed Ofti- 
cers Cremins and Letinert, who are doing special duty itn citizens’ clothes in that 
neighborhood, that he had seen two suspicious looking characters in the alley 
between Jefferson and Missouri avenues and Park and Lafayette avenues, and 
also that an attempt had been made to burglarize a house in Albion place that 
afternoon. Determined to investigate the matter, the officers placed themselves 
at the mouth of the alley where it opens on the north side of Albion place. At 
about 11:30 two men drove east on above etreet, going at a rapid rate. They 
passed the alley and when about 50 feet beyond it turned around in a manner 
calculated to arouse suspicion. After an interval of about three minutes they 
drove back toward where the officers were standing. The latter then ran out 
in front of the wagon and told the men to halt, telling them at the same time 
that they were officers. One of the men struck at Officer Leinert with a whip 
and turning the horse east drove rapidly in the direction of Missouri avenue. 
Officer Leinert then fired one shot. Officer Cremins pursued and attempted to 
catch the horse as it turned off Albion place on Missouri avenue. Failing to do 
so he continued the pursult. When on Missouri avenue,.about half way between 
Lafayette avenue and Aibion place-he fired four shots. On Lafayette avenue, 
near the park station. he overtook the wagon and found that one of the men 
had been shot. The injured man was taken to the station and an ambulance 
was called. He was conveyed directly to the City Hospital, but died on the way. 
Dr. Dean, who pronounced him dead, Stated that his death was caused by a 
bullet, which had entered the back of his head and penetrated the brain. The 
body was then taken to the Morgue and searched. Six dollars, a handker- 
chief and some memoranda were found. The deceased was named Frank Kaen- 
ter, 24 years old, native of St. Louis, a driver for the Merril] Drug Co., married 
and residing at 1108 Allen avenue. His companion was Frank Burien, 104 Geyer 
avenue. Burien, upon being examined, stated that he had gone with the de- 
ceased at the request of the latter to make a number of deilveries. Having made 
their last delivery at Jefferson and Park avenue, they went east to Albion 
place. There they saw the two officers and determined to go back, thinking that 
the latter were highwaymen. At that juncture they saw a man go west on 
Albion place and followed him with the intention of helping him, should he need 
assistance. When they got opposite the alley the officer sprang out. Burien and 
Kaenter then whipped their Norses and attempted to escape. The officers fired 
and at the second shot Kaenter droppe4d the lines and fell. Burien did not dis- 
cover that his companion had been shot till he got to the corner of Missouri and 
Lafayette avenues. There the officer overtook him and the wounded man was 
taken into the station. Theofficers state that they took the two men to be 
thieves and Mhought they had brought the wagon for the purpose of taking away 
stolen gocts.

BIG LOSS AT BISMARCK 


Nearly a Million Dollars’ Worth of
